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Neighbours tell of'nightmare' as prostitute is fined £500 


SEX SOLD 



QUIET CLOSE

A 21-YEAR-OLD sex worker has 
been fined for allowing her 
Banbury home to be used for 
prostitution. 

Neighbours spoke of their ordeal after 
Barbara Bicka was told to pay £500 for 
allowing her terraced Orchard Close 
home to be used to sell sex. 

She admitted working as a prostitute 
at the £700-a-month rented house along 
with an unidentified blonde woman last 
year. They have now left. 

Mohamed Sheikh, prosecuting at 
Oxford Magistrates' Court, said: "The 
property itself was being used as a broth¬ 
el. 

"Services were being advertised in 
The Banbury Guardian and individuals 
were attending the property for the pur¬ 
poses of paying prostitutes for the pur¬ 
poses of consensual intercourse." 

Robin Harrison, defending, said Bicka 
and a blonde he named only as 
Dobromila worked from the house for 
two to three months. Bicka was arrested 
in May. 

He said she lived in London after 
arriving from her home country of 
Poland and was invited to Banbury by a 
friend who lived in the town. 

Bicka, of Horspath Road, Oxford, 
admitted allowing part of the home to be 
used for the purposes of habitual prosti¬ 
tution. 

A neighbour in the cul-de-sac, who 
did not want to be named, said: "It was 


a nightmare, it turned our life upside 
down." 

The mother of two teenage girls said 
visitors came at all hours, and added: 
"This is a sweet little close and it was 
awful. 

"People were knocking on the wrong 
doors, my daughter was approached, it 
was horrid. We had to change bedrooms 
because of the noise." 

And she hit out at the sentence, say¬ 
ing: "It just gives the message 'come to 
this country, do what you like and we 
will give you a slap on the wrist'." 

One 24-year-old resident said: "It felt 
a bit seedy, seeing men walking up the 
street, knowing what they were going 
for." 

Mother-of-four Shanaz Begum said: 
"It was difficult. There were a lot of 
unknown people coming to this area 
which was not good for the families." 

Mr Harrison said in court that Bicka 
has £1,000 savings, adding: "She doesn't 
work and she relies on the assistance of 
her father." 

Bicka previously denied a more seri¬ 
ous charge of keeping a brothel, which 
was then dropped by prosecutors. 

She was fined £500 on Friday and told 
to pay £85 costs and a victims' surcharge 
of £15. District judge Tim Pattinson gave 
her credit for a guilty plea and said a 
financial penalty was "appropriate". 

He then said: "Miss Bicka, I don't 
know if you are chewing in court. You 
shouldn't be." 

Bicka apologised and removed the 
gum.

£50,000 facelift for 
town's historic hall

BANBURY Town Hall is to 
undergo a £500,000 revamp 
in a bid to make it a major 
venue for local groups and 
events. 

The Banbury Town Council proj¬ 
ect will refurbish the Bridge Street 
premises and provide a new meet¬ 
ing room, kitchen and lift to the 
basement. 

It is hoped this will overcome 
major obstacles to it being used for 
events such as weddings and con¬ 
ferences. 

Council leader Kieron Mallon 
said the lift would enable stacks of 
chairs to be easily stored in the 
basement, while the kitchen would 
meet catering needs. 

Conservative Mr Mallon said the 
town hall was one of Banbury's 
"foremost listed buildings". 

He said: "We want this to be the 
focal point of the town. This will 
make it far more attractive." 

It is hoped work will start at the

Grade II listed Bridge Street build¬ 
ing in the spring for an autumn 
unveiling. 

Mr Mallon said: "We think there 
aren't enough conference and 
social spaces in the town so this is 
another reason why we are doing 
it." 

The cash has been set aside by 
the council and Mr Mallon said his 
group was planning for no 
increase in its share of the council 
tax, about £122 a year. 

George Parrish, the council's 
sole Labour councillor, backed the 
move. 

He said: "Over the years the 
town council has overseen work 
that has maintained the town hall 
in a satisfactory condition, but 
more needs to be done. 

"The town hall is a magnificent 
building and should be a source of 
pride. I'm looking forward to see¬ 


ing the work completed." 

Cherwell District Council con¬ 
servation and listed buildings offi¬ 
cers have approved the scheme. 

The building dates to the mid 
19th Century and was handed 
from Cherwell District Council to 
the town council, formed in 2000. 

The town council then spent 
about £300,000 on major structur¬ 
al repairs and renovation, includ¬ 
ing a redecoration of the main 
hall. 

This opened up the minstrels' 
gallery in the main hall, a balcony 
designed for bands to play at func¬ 
tions. 

The new plans will move staff 
from a back, ground floor room 
into an enlarged reception area, 
freeing up the room for hire. 

A small ground floor kitchen 
will be converted into offices and a 
lift added in the place of a ground 
floor meeting room. 

The kitchen will be added to a 
first floor meeting room.

Mixed fortunes for stores in financial trouble 


WORKERS at a local Millets 
outdoor store have been offered a 
glimmer of hope after their firm’s 
parent company hit financial 
trouble. 

Bosses at Blacks Leisure have 
confirmed the business will go into 
administration after failing to find 
an outright buyer. 

But the company, which has a 
store in Banbury, hopes to 
salvage most of the business after 
receiving offers for parts of the 
group. 


It is hoped a deal will help save 
many of the jobs by allowing 
buyers to cherry-pick its best 
stores. 

But in the High Street, the La 
Senza lingerie store is set to 
close. The troubled company’s 
website says the store is among 
81 earmarked for the axe after it 
applied to go into administration. 

A member of staff said they had 
been told it would close but could 
not confirm when. 

Finance specialist KPMG has 


been appointed to handle the sale. 

It follows the news that toy 
shop Hawkin’s Bazaar, which has 
an outlet in Banbury, has also 
gone into administration. 

Meanwhile, a new buyer has 
been found to take over a local 
clothes shop whose parent 
company, A&H Menswear (Retail) 
Ltd, had gone into administration 
this month.

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Cherwell won't say how much it will pay towards county scheme 


Dial-a-ride to 


face making 


service cuts

DIAL-A-RIDE services could be 
hit by cuts to operating hours 
after three district councils in 
Oxfordshire refused to stump 
up any cash. 

The door-to-door service for 
OAPs and the disabled will operate 
from 10am-3pm instead of 9am- 
5pm in Oxford and south of the 
county under latest plans. 

Currently, Oxfordshire councils 
spend about £470,000 on the serv¬ 
ice, but how it is managed is being 
changed. 

Oxfordshire County Council will 
be solely responsible from April, the 
start of the 2012/13 financial year. 

While it will continue to put in 
£160,000 and keep the service free 
for the eligible, three of 
Oxfordshire's five district councils 
are set to put in no extra cash. 

The three, Oxford City Council, 
Vale of White Horse and South 
Oxfordshire district councils, would 
then only get the 10am-3pm serv¬ 
ice. 

And they would also only get one 
bus a day for four days. Oxford cur¬ 
rently has two a day, with one in 
Vale and none in South. 

While the operator, along with 
final details of how the scheme will

run, have yet to be agreed, fears are 
growing about the impact on the 
service. 

Age UK Oxfordshire spokesman 
Paul Cann said: "We are very con¬ 
cerned that this vital link for older 
people appears to be under threat. 

"This is exactly the wrong way to 
go if we want to keep our older 
citizens active and healthy." 

Cherwell District Council this 
year spent £188,000 on its Dial-a- 
ride service, run by Banburyshire 
Community Transport Association. 

But the 2012/13 figure, to be paid 
to the county will be well below 
this, said Ken Atack, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for financial management. 

He would not give a sum but 
said: "If the service is not deemed to 
be as good as it could be then we 
would make available the addition¬ 
al monies." 

The 2012-13 Dial-a-ride hours for 


Cherwell will not be known until 
the figure is agreed. 

And a £30,000 grant to the 
Citizens' Advice Bureau would help 
to set up a network of private car 
drivers to help the needy, he said. 

Banbury Dial-a-ride user, Dot 
Wilkins, said she would not be able 
to afford a £14 return taxi fare to see 
husband Arthur, 88, in his 
Adderbury nursing home if her bus 
was cut. 

The 88-year-old said: "I just don't 
know what the council is thinking 
about wanting to not give them the 
money. It is well spent." 

Deputy city leader, Labour's Ed 
Turner, said: "It is a core county 
responsibility and they ought to 
fund it." 

Vale leader Matthew Barber said 
the county service would be "ade¬ 
quate" and "broadly the same". The 
South said officers were recom¬ 
mending no extra cash. 

West Oxfordshire is set to 
approve an "appropriate level" of 
funding, no more than the £29,400 
it is spending this year, which boss¬ 
es say will maintain the service. 

County council transport 
spokesman Rodney Rose said: 
"Everybody has to take a bit of the 
pain, you can't suddenly say one 
group shouldn't take any." 


A FLYTIPPER is being 
hunted after dumping a 
large amount of rubble 
next to a country road 
near Banbury.

carriers’ licence. 

It is believed the 
rubbish was left 
between 12.30pm and 
1.30pm on Monday, 
December 19.

LIFELONG Scout Trevor Parry has 
drawn on eight decades of 'being 
prepared' to compile a definitive 
history of the movement in north 
Oxfordshire. 

The 74-year-old used his own 
knowledge and the Scouts' extensive 
London archive to write Scouting For 
Banbury's Boys. 

The illustrated 96-page book records 
the history of Scouting in north 
Oxfordshire, tracing its earliest record¬ 
ed origins in 1909 to the present day. 

He joined the 2nd Banbury 
(Methodist) Scouts in 1948 and the 
book includes a picture of him on his 
first camp that year, at Broughton Park. 

Mr Parry went on to become its 
Group Scout Leader and even lined the 
route for The Queen's 1953 
Coronation. 

By 1969, he was the Banbury district 
commissioner and, 14 years later, was 
made deputy county commissioner, 
and later county treasurer. 

He said: "It means everything to me. 

"I have devoted my adult life to the

movement because its aims and ideals 
are superb. 

"It may be 100 years old but its aims 
and ideals are as appropriate today as 
they ever were." 

Core values of trust and honesty still 
run through the Scouts today, the 
retired accountant said, although the 
format of the movement has changed 
radically. 

He said: "It has changed, 
we don't take stones out of 
horses' hooves, for one! 

"We do more modern 
things that children and 
young people would 
expect, like computer 


skills." 

Some of the 
taking enjoyed 
Scouts in 
years gone 
by had 
been lost, 
he said. , 





The grandfather-of-four said: "Many 
of the older skills which we more or 
less took for granted would be quite an 
adventure today. 

"As a lad, in the morning I would 
have to light a fire. Now young people 
are not used to using matches." 

The existence of a 1932 silent film 
made by district Scouts was a 
valuable find, he said, though 
the film itself could sadly not 
be located. 

Mr Parry also documents 
the "disastrous" effect the 
Second World War had on 
groups as leaders fought over¬ 
seas or took part in air raid or 
Home Guard duties. 

He said of the book: "I 
felt that it was overdue 
because I felt before 
another generation died it 
) should be put on record."

■ Baldry to fight for rail link compensation 

M P's pledge 
on HS2 cash 


By Sam McGregor 


BANBURY'S MP is unconvinced 
the business case for the contro¬ 
versial HS2 rail link stacks up 
and pledged to fight for com¬ 
pensation. 

It comes as the Government on 
Tuesday signalled the go-ahead for 
the £32bn High Speed Rail link, 
which will affect villages in North 
Oxfordshire and the 

Northamptonshire border, including 
Finmere and Mixbury. 

It made a series of changes to the 
140-mile route between London and 
Birmingham, including new tunnels, 
or extensions to already-planned 
tunnels, at Greatworth,Chipping 
Warden and Aston le Walls in 
Northamptonshire, andTurweston in 
Buckinghamshire. 

This first £1 6.4bn phase, introduc¬ 
ing 225mph trains and cutting 
London-Birmingham journey times 
to 49 minutes, would be completed 
in 2026. 

A second phase, taking HS2 to 
Manchester and Leeds in a Y-shaped 
route, would be completed around 
2032/33. 

North Oxfordshire MP Tony 
Baldry pledged to ensure the eco¬ 
nomics of the project were fully 
investigated, that proper compensa-

tion was in place and any mitigation, 
such as noise barriers, were built. 

Mr Baldry said: "I will continue to 
ensure the concerns of my con¬ 
stituents and local organisation are 
heard. 

"I will also be seeking to ensure 
that the maximum mitigation meas¬ 
ures are planned along the route, 
and will also look very carefully and 
closely to what the Secretary of State 
said in respect of compensation. 

"It is clear there is going to be a 
new compensation scheme for 
householders affected by the possi¬ 
bility or actuality of HS2, and we 
need to look at the detail and how it 
can be improved." 

Lizzie Williams, of Stop HS, who 
lives in Culworth, said the tunnel at 


Chipping Warden would improve 
the impact "slightly", but added the 
wider scheme was damaging to the 
countryside. 

She said: "1 think it's devastating." 

The Campaign to Protect Rural 
England said it was unconvinced 
HS2 was the least damaging way to 
meet the needs of a growing popula¬ 
tion and economy. 

And campaign group 51M, made 
up of councils from along the route, 
including Cherwell District Council 
and Oxfordshire County Council, 
will consider a legal challenge. 

Michael Gibbard, Cherwell's lead 
member for planning, said: "We 
have always considered this project 
an enormous white elephant and are 
disappointed by the decision." 

Announcing the decision, 
Transport Secretary Justine Greening 
said: "The faster journeys on HS2 - 
Edinburgh and Glasgow will be just 
3.5 hours from London - could 
transfer around 4.5 million journeys 
per year who might otherwise have 
travelled by air and nine million 
from the roads. 

"HS2 will also create more rail 
capacity on existing conventional 
speed lines for freight - removing 
lorries from our busy trunk roads. 
HS2 is therefore an important part of 
transport's low-carbon future." 


Marina plans backed despite local protests 


TWO controversial 
marina plans for 
Cropredy have been 
approved. 

Cherwell District 
Council’s planning 
committee last week 
backed plans for marinas 
cut into land off the 
Oxford Canal at School 
Lane and Claydon Road. 

Some residents 
objected, with concerns 
over extra traffic and the 


look of the schemes. 

Cropredy Parish 
Council supported the 
plan for 249 moorings 
and 129 spaces off 
Claydon Road but 
opposed the School 
Lane plan, for 31 
moorings and 21 spaces. 

Chairman Paul Morely 
told district councillors 
on the latter: “It will harm 
what was once an 
attractive approach to 


the village.” 

Cropredy Primary 
School governor Mark 
Simmons warned: “If the 
school is less attractive 
and attracts fewer 
residents as a result, the 
economic impact could 
be significant in a most 
damaging way.” 

A further 44 people 
opposed the plan. 

But committee 
member Debbie Pickford 


said: “I think it would be 
good for the economy of 
Cropredy. 

“It is good to have 
tourists, visitors, 
particularly in these bad 
times and I think most of 
these things probably 
outweigh the 
disadvantages.” 

British Waterways said 
that both of the schemes 
were essential to free up 
space on canals.

■ Traffic fatalities falling 

Record 
low for 
deaths

ROAD traffic deaths in 
Oxfordshire are at their low¬ 
est level since records 
began. 

Statistics from Oxfordshire 
County Council show 26 people 
died in road traffic collisions in 
Oxfordshire during 2011, com¬ 
pared to 41 people killed the 
year before. 

And it also looks likely that 
the number of people seriously 
injured on the county's roads 
will have dropped by the end of 
this year. 

Figures for January 1 to 
November 30, 2011, show 270 
people were seriously injured. 
During the whole of 2010, 354 
people were seriously injured in 
crashes. 

Of those 26 people killed this 
year, 11 were aged 25 and 
under. 

Lisa Wills, from Bloxham, 
who lost two family members in 
that age group in separate crash¬ 
es in Broughton and North 
Newington, welcomed the news 
that road deaths had fallen. 

She said: "I feel strongly about 
getting the safety message out."

Despite the declining number 
of crash deaths and serious 
injuries, Chief Inspector for 
Roads Policing, Gill Wootton, 
vowed that the force would keep 
trying to make the roads safer. 

She said: "I am really pleased 
to see that the number of fatal 
and serious injury collisions in 
Oxfordshire have reduced this 
year. 

"This means that there are 
fewer families that will have to 
suffer the loss of a loved one and 
less people who will have to live 
with the long-term effects of life 
changing injuries. 

"However, every life lost is 
one too many for us."

Horton Hospital's dedicated director set to retire 


BANBURY’S Horton General 
Hospital is to lose its dedicated 
director after current holder 
Mike Fleming announced his 
retirement. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Trust said it will not 
replace Mr Fleming, who will 
step down at the end of March. 

The trust, which is cutting its 
budget by 10 per cent, 
appointed Mr Fleming in 2003. 

Last night, George Parrish, 
chairman of the Keep the 
Horton General campaign, said 
he was concerned as his group 


successfully fought plans to 
downgrade maternity and 
children’s services. 

Mr Parrish said: “It doesn’t 
seem a good idea. We need 
somebody like Mike to be there 
to speak to if we need 
anything. I am upset that he is 
leaving.” 

The trust said the role will be 
covered by its director of 
clinical services, Paul Brennan, 
who is usually based at the 
John Radcliffe Hospital in 
Oxford. 

Mr Fleming, 56, said: “I have 


worked with so many brilliant 
and dedicated people over my 
career, many of whom have 
had a major impact on my 
personal and working life.” 

NHS and training colleges 
were the “most fulfiling places 
to work”, he said. 

Trust chief executive Sir 
Jonathan Michael said: “Mike 
has made an enormous 
contribution to both the trust 
and the wider Oxfordshire 
healthcare system.” 

■ Services at the Horton’s 
Treatment Centre will expand, 


a healthcare firm has said, after 
it was re-awarded the contract 
by NHS bosses. 

Ramsay Health Care UK has 
run the centre since it opened 
in 2006 to carry out 
orthopaedic procedures to take 
pressure off NHS hospitals. 

Ramsay spokesman Mark 
Varian said 16- to 18-year-olds 
can now be seen and Dexa 
scanning, which measures 
calcium bone levels, was now 
available. Regular procedures 
include hip and knee 
operations. 


■ 'Help - I've got a bit of cottonbud stuck in my ear' 

999 staff tell of 
the 'crazy' calls

DRUNK people who dialled 999 for an 
ambulance to give them a lift home and 
other crazy calls for help are costing 
the NHS hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in Oxfordshire each year. 

Now South Central Ambulance Service 
staff are pleading with the public to stop 
wasting their time and to use the emergency 
number responsibly after it was revealed it 
costs £257 each time an ambulance is called 
out. 

In the past three months call centre staff 
and ambulance crews have dealt with a call 
from a young woman who had a headache 
after a night out, a man in Banbury who 
wanted paramedics to treat his dog's injured 
leg and a man who was reporting that a 
hedgehog had been run over. 

On New Year's Eve a drunk man called for 
help to get up the steps to his house. 

Paramedics say that a large percentage of 
late-night 999 calls on Friday and Saturdays 
are made by those too drunk to get a taxi. 

Ambulance manager Alan Weir said his 
crews often spent hours phoning friends and 
parents of drunken people who have no 
injury or condition they can treat. 

He added: "We don't do rides home. As a 
last resort we take people to A&E, but there's 
no cure for being drunk. 

The paramedic service said it was hoping 
people would listen to its pleas for help, 


rather than resorting to billing or fining time- 
wasters. 

Mr Weir added: "I have attended an inci¬ 
dent where someone living 600 yards away 
from the Horton Hospital in Banbury had got 
the fluffy bit of a cottonbud stuck in his ear." 

Despite the fact that each unnecessary call 
costs the taxpayer £257, spokesman Kat 
Byles said: "SCAS does not bill timewasters. 
This is not the NHS ethos. 


"However, should people abuse the serv¬ 
ice repeatedly, the Act of the Obstruction of 
Emergency Workers Bill can be used when 
people prevent the work of the emergency 
services on purpose." 

Mr Weir said: "In a non-emergency situa¬ 
tion, people can get advice from the GP out- 
of-hours service in Oxfordshire by calling 
0845 345 8995 or by calling NHS Direct on 
0845 4647.

MORE than 800 
phonelines were cut 
after a gang of thieves 
stole copper cabling. 

About 200 metres of 
cable was stolen in 
Twyford Road, 
Adderbury, causing 
disruption to homes and 
businesses.

Cash shortage 
delays Mini's 
full rally return 

A LONG-AWAITED return to full competitve rally 
racing for Oxford's historic Mini brand will not 
happen this year because of a funding shortfall. 

Bosses at the Mini WRC team have been unable 
to raise enough sponsorship cash to compete in 
the 13 rounds of the World Rally Championship. 

It would have marked the first time the team 
had taken part in all events in a bid to win the 
championship since 1968. 

Yet the famed motor will take part in the 
January 17 to 22 Monte Carlo rally, where it 
famously came first in 1964, 1965 and 1967. 

Ben Sayer, spokesman for Banbury's Prodrive, 
which is managing the team, said drivers would 
compete in most rounds but did not know how 
many. 

He said: "We are going to do as many events as 
we can given the resources and funding we have." 

Convers Sports Initiatives, the parent company 
of promoter North One, went into receivership, 
leaving a question mark over TV deals, vital to 
securing sponsors. 

The firm missed the December 19 deadline to 
enter the championship but managed to still enter 
at a later date. 

The sport's governing body the Federation 
Internationale de L'Automobile (FIA) was not 
available for comment. BMW declined to com¬ 
ment.

In my previous columns I shared with you some of the 
things I ask my clients to do when they come to me for 
advice on losing weight. I suggested smaller portions, 
cutting out bread and drinking more water. Along with 
my very own exercise system called Resisted Tension, all 
of these things helped me to lose some four and a half 
stones in just over six months. What I did not do was go 
on a ‘diet’. Like me, you have probably tried every diet 
going so you need me to give you another diet like you 
need a hole in the head! 


My advice is not a diet. It is more like a series of simple 
steps designed to change the habits of a lifetime. If you 
can change the built in habits that have helped to make 
you fat, then you can not only get the figure you deserve, 
but more importantly, you will keep slim for the rest of 
your life. I know it can be done because I have done it. 
I lost the weight some 23 years ago and have kept it off 
for the past 23 years. 


Compare that achievement with what happens to 
thousands of slimmers who lose weight with a famous 
chain of slimming clubs in the USA. The consumer 
magazine ‘Which’ wrote to a number of their successful 
slimmers, the slimmers who had actually achieved their 


goal weight, and asked them one simple question. “What 
happened to your weight in the twelve months after you 
achieved your goal weight?” 


DIET TIP 


earlier in the day and a lot less later, the weight had 
dropped off without any change in their diet or activity 
levels at all. 


Some 30,000 ‘successful’ slimmers responded to the 
survey and the result was this. 93% of those slimmers 
had put back all of the weight that they had lost and were 
now heavier than when they started their diet. 

Depressing isn’t it? Now I don’t want that to happen to 
you so there are two things we need to learn from that 
survey. The first is that in the long term ‘Dieting doesn’t 
work’ and the second is that unless you can change 
your attitude towards food you will never achieve the 
figure you want. 


What a simple change but one that many of my clients 
over the years have found very difficult to accomplish. 
The habit of sitting down for a cooked evening meal is 
a difficult one to break for many women. Difficult or not, 
it is something you should try. Let’s face it, anything is 
better than following a diet surely? 

EXERCISE 4 


I am sure you have heard of the dieting phrase ‘Breakfast 
like a King, Lunch like a prince, Dine like a pauper!’, but 
to be honest I had never paid it much attention. Perhaps 
you are the same? It sounds too simple to be effective? 


This exercise is for your outer thighs. It is designed to 
firm and tone the muscles we call your abductors. Lie on 
the floor. Lie on your left side with your left leg bent and 
your right leg extended. Flex your right foot then raise 
your right leg as far as possible then hold for the count 
of seven before lowering slowly to the count of five. 


However, my perception changed when I met George 
and Margaret, a couple living in Stourbridge who told me 
that they had lost 3 stones between them in the past year 
without changing a thing. They ate the same food and 
did the same amount of exercise as the previous year so 
they could not understand why they had lost the weight. 


Repeat no more than 10 to 12 times then repeat with the 
opposite leg. 

Next time we will look at an exercise which will improve 
the Bust.

Versatile Combi 


wins space race

'W* 


hat are you driving 
at the moment?/' a 
colleague asked. "A 
Nissan NV200/' I replied. 
What's that?" he asked. "Err. 

It's a people carrier-cum-van 
sort of vehicle/' came my 
unconvincing answer. 

Nissan's inventive description of 
the NV200 Combi is as a 'compact 
passenger carrier'. On the road it 
certainly is compact, but with five- 
and seven-seater versions, and twin 
sliding rear doors it comes with the 
same cavernous interior as its 
award-winning sibling, the NV200 
van. 

Built on a modified and stretched 
version of the successful Renault 
Nissan Alliance road car B-platform, 
the NV200 is powered by a surpris¬ 
ingly punchy, 89 horsepower, 1.5- 
litre diesel engine. 

A tight turning circle makes it 
briliant for town driving, and even 
fully loaded, it zips along country 
roads. From the driver's point of 
view there is a commanding driving 
position, excellent visibility and the 
simplest range of instrumentation 
imaginable. 

Just one instrument faces you — 
the speedometer — but this also 
houses a digital rev counter and a 


display that includes a clock, drive 
computer, trip and overall odome¬ 
ters and a shift-up gear display, 
which can be set by the driver to 
improve economy. 

OK this is not the super- 
luxurious, whisper quiet, car-like 
travelling experience that many 
modern people carriers deliver, but 
the NV200's real ace is space, acres 
of it.

New checks could lead to financial worries 


NEW MoT regulations due to come 
into force this year could leave 
car owners with financial 
headaches, according to 
insurance and warranty firm 
MB&G. 

The new European legislation, 
which will see a minimum 
standard introduced across all 
EU member states, will be 
administered by the Vehicle 
and Operator Services Agency 
in the UK and includes more 
checks on some features 
already tested such as brakes, 
lights and steering suspension, 
but also new checks on 
electrical safety systems, 


including electronic stability 
control. 

Approximately 50 new checks are 
to be incorporated into the 
test, including: 

• Anti-lock braking systems 

• Tyre pressure monitoring 
systems 

• Supplementary restraint 
systems including airbags and 
seat belt pre-tensioners 

• Power steering systems 

• Electronic parking brakes. 
MB&G managing director David 

McPhee said: "Motorists should 
remember that having a full 
service history will greatly 
increase the value of their car 


or van, while keeping them 
safe and legal on the road and 
enabling them to budget for 
the future without fear of those 
unpleasant, unplanned 
financial surprises. 

"While the full impact of the new 
test is uncertain, the fact that 
even more components are 
now being covered could 
unnerve both would-be car 
buyers and service customers 
in these cash-conscious times.
